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Moscow Admits Nothing 
Is Being Done at Minsk 
Meeting and Blames the 
Poles—Poles Refuse to 
Disarm Unless Russians 
Also Disarm. 


Warsaw, August 19.—(By th® As- 
sociated Press.)—The Polish offen- 
sive is now in full swing. More than 
10,000 prisoners, 30 eannon, 300 ma- 
chine guns and thousands of supply 
earts have been captured from the 
bolsheviki. 

The Poles have occupied Plonsk, 
Pultusk and Wyskow, through 
which the reds drove in their sweep 
towards the capital. 

Owing to the Polish pressure from 
the northeast, it is reported that the 
bolshevik are withdrawing their 
forces which reached the Vistula, 
south of the Prussian Border, and 
to the northwest of Warsaw. 

The Warsaw sector is rapidly be- 
ing cleared of the bolsbeviki. North 
and northwest of the capital, the 
reds are being shoved hack by the 
Roles. wko are following them up 
all along the front. using atrillery 
In such quantities as to cause gréat 
confusion among the invaders, who 
now are on the run. 

To the east the bolshevik!i are re- 
ported to be makig their way across 
the Bug at various points. 

The fifty-seventh, fifty-eighth 
and eighth bolshevik divisions on 
the Warsaw front have been anni- 
hilated. 

Russians Lost Benrings. 

The Russians lost their bearings 
™m trying to meet attacks on all 
gides from the Polish columns on 
their flanks, the statement adds. 

General Pilsudski has been with 
the roops east of Warsaw and un- 
der shell fire, but escaped unin- 
fured. On various parts of the 
front, where the Poles are advanc- 
ing, bolshevik troops are reported 
to have been cut off from their main 
forces in great numbers. 

Russian soviet forces are fleeing 
‘n disorderly panic along the front 
between the Vistula and Bug rivers, 
where the Poles are advancing with

tified town on the Bug river, 120 
miles east of Warsaw.

POLES ADVANCING 
WITH GREAT SPEED. 

Paris, August 19.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.—Pois forces are ad- 
wancing with undiminished speed 
slong the Tine running from north 
if Warsaw to Wlodwa, about 110 
niles southeast of Warsaw. Princi- 
pal interest. however, attaches to 
the maneuevrs of General Pilsud- 
di’s forces. Massed reserves which 
he had concentrated at Ivangorod, 
southeast of the capital, have ad- 
vanced 60 miles !n three days, and 
effected a jupnetion with another 
army operating from Choim. United, 
these armies were within 18 miles of 
the strongly fortified Brest-Litovsk, 
120 miles east of Warsaw, at noon 
Wednesday, and have now probably 
reoccupied that important center of 
communications which the reds, 
late Wednesday night, Were reported 
to be hurriedly evacuating. 

The initial tactical aim of this 
maneuver, say military experts, is 
already more than attained, as the 
lead of the bolshevik army, based on 
> the treaty of Brest-Litovsk, the red 
center is being held before the forts 
of Warsaw, and on the right they 
are reported in & critical condition. 

According to the latest news, the 
Poles have Pe eee their 
next objective—the “wourse of the 
Middle Bug below Brest-Litovsk.

several thousand late today on the

The rainy season which for the 
past few weeks has held Atlanta 
and this section of Georgia tight- 
ly in its grip is-almost at an end. 

C. F. von Herrmann, government 
weather man, was the authority for 
this joyful bit of news Thursday, 
and Mr. von Herrmann’s prediction 
has the best wishes of thousands of 
Georgians for immediate  fulfill- 
ment. 

“Clear weather and sunshine will 
supplant the wet, slushy weather 
of the last two weeks,” is the state- 
ment of C. F. von Herrmann. “This 
change is due within a day or two.” 

The forecast for Friday is local 
showers, but indications’ point to 
an early return of sunshine and 
the absence of overhanging clouds, 
which have been such unwelcome 
visitors, 

Rainfall Diminishes. 

Precipitation is fast diminishing 
over the cotton belt, the largest 
amount of rainfall being along the 
gulf coast, Mr. von Herrmann adds 
The clouds which continue to hover 
over the city will soon vanish and 
a period of aridity will follow. The 
rainy spell, which appeared inter- 
minable Wednesday, began to shuw 


signs of clearing up..Thursday, and | 


following a continuation of the 
presence of the clouds Friday, sigas 
for a resumption of activities on the 
part of the long-absent sun is due 
Saturday. 

One of the most peculiar phases 
of the recent rainfall is the fact 
that there was no appreciable dam 
age to roads of the state, accord- 
ing to Mr. von Herrmann. He 
States that the roads are naturally 
muddy as a result of the intermit- 
tent rainfall, but he adds that there 
are very few washouts, and thai 
practically no imppasses have been 
reported,

Prospects that the women of 
Georgia may be able to vote in the 
coming September primary grew 
brighter’ yesterday, and there is no 
doubt that a test will be made to 
determine their right to the imme- 
diate exercise of the franchise just 
as soon as the opportunity presents 
itself. 

This opportunity Will come just 
as soon as Secretary of State Col- 
by at Washington issués his proc- 
lamation declaring the nineteenth, 
or suffrage amendment. part of 
He 
is expected to do this. immediately 
after his receipt of official notice 
of the action of the Tennessee gen- 
eral assembly ratifying the amend- 
ment, 

An official report of the Tennes- 
see’s action is expected to be r- 
warded to Washington at once by 


the state authorities and should 


réach there ‘early next week. 
Action This Week. 

While, of course, it can not be 
Stated definitely now just how 
soon Mr. Colby’s proclamation will 
be forthcoming, local suffragists 
are hopeful that it may be issued 
some time .nmext week. Then the 
opportunity of the women of Geor- 
gia who want to exercise the bal- 
lot in the primary will come.

Postal officials with 
mails from Buncrana, an important 
naval and military center, were 
waylaid and the mails taken, while 
a number of official letters were 
removed from another train which 
haG ‘been held up near Buncrana.

Other 
able lawyers with whom Mr. Full- 
bright consulted about the matter 
was of the same opinion. 

“I considered the matter from ev- 
ery angle.” Mr. Fullbright' said 
Thursday, “and I could reach no 
other conclusion than that it was 
in plain violation of the express 
letter of the state constitution. In 
the first place. it was broader in 
its scope than the two bequests to 
which reference has been made. It 
exempted all bequests made for 
charitable or benevolent purposes 
of person who died after January 
1, 1919. That included the period 
between January 1, 1919. and Au- 
gust of the same year when the 
amendment to the inheritance tax 
act was passed, exempting such be- 
quests from the general scope of 
the inheritance tax act. 


Clearly Retroactive. 


“Tt was clearly retroactive in that 
it undertook to make a law which 


was passed in August, 1919, reach 
back in its effect to the first of 


January of the same year. 


It would 
have compelled the return from 
the state treasury of any inheri- 
tance taxes that had been collected 
on such bequests during that pe- 
riod. It affected the interest of 
the state and involved another sec- 
tion @f the constitution in that it 
undertook to return money already 
aceruing to the state treasury with- 
out an appropriation therefor. 
“at was a dangerous precedent as 
I viewed it, because it undertook by 
a special act to exempt estates 
from the provisions of the law. The 
tax was not levied on the Grady 
hospital or the Scottish Rite hos- 
pital, -but on the Albert Steiner 
estate. If exemptions from the pro- 
visions of the inheritance tax act 
can be. made by special legisla- 
tion after the testator’s death, there 
is no telling where this sort of 
thing might stop. There would al- 
ways be plausible reasons assigned 
for such particular act, and the in- 
heritance tax law might be made in 
time hardly more than waste paper 
with the state a loser by each act.” 
Just as in the case of the tobacco 
taxes. those who have under‘°ken 
to make political capital out of 
this case have not hesitated to pre- 
varicate and go wild of the facts 
in their statement, the governor's 
friends charge.

HEALTH TALKS |

PELLAGRA. 

The present status of our knowl- 
edge of pellagra was well brought 
out by a discussion of the subject 
at the annual meeting of thé Ameri- 
can Medical association at New Or- 
leans in_April. 

Dr. 8S. R. Roberts, of Atlanta, be— 
lieves that pellagra is decreasing 
in frequency threugh the south, 
due, perhaps, to a spread of know!l- 
edge concerning the cause and pre- 
vention. It seems to be Gecreasing 
also in the severity of its manifes- 
tations. For instance,, the peculiar 
skin changes, formerly considered 
as important as the nervous depres— 
sion and diarrhoea or other diges- 
tive symptoms and the sore mouth 
in diagnosing pellagra are now not 
so often observed, r. W. G. Shed- 
den, of Columbia, Tenn., said that 


at least. half the cases he has seen | 


showed no skin lesions. He added 
that many persons with pouaare. die 
or get well before the disease pro- 
duces any skin changes—but you 
know what h eant, 

Dr. Geor k, of St. Louls. 
told of visifinge the Pellagrarium of 
Rovereto_in. the Austrian Tyrol, a 
very lafge institution, and to his 


surprise none of the pellagrins un- 
der treatment there had skin lesi- 
ons. Thephysicians there diagnose 


pellagra on the condition of the mu- 
cous membrane of the mouth, the 
appearance of the tongue (raw at 
the tip), the mental state and the 
gmeneral weakness of the patient. 
Although most prevalent in the 
southern part of the United States, 
pellagra sometimes occurs in prac- 
tically every.state in the union and 
in various parts of Canada. Well-to- 
do people may have it as well as 
the poor. Fat eople rarely have 
pellagra; ractically always the 
atient is thin. “Finicky” eaters 
ie various prejudices are suscep- 
tible. 
This is a very good diet to follow 
{in prevention as well as cure; 
Breakfast—Fresh fruit or oatmeal! 
with milk and butter. One or two 
eggs or fresh meat. Grits, bread. 
gravy. Milk or coffee or tea. 
Dinner—Any kind of meat. Any 
kind of bread. Vegetables, especial- 
ly peas or beans. Any fresh oF 
green vegetables. Milk. Butter. 
Desserts, jellies, salads. 
Supper—Bre butter, milk, ergs 
or meat. Fruit, Clabber. Cheese, 
Gravy. Grits. Syrup. ,Jam. Pre- 
serves occasionally.

“The ridiculous statements con- 
cerning our being a secret society 
may g°O unanswered.

Religious Charge Bunk. 

We .neither inquire nor care about 
the religious or political prefer- 
ences of a2 member. We ask our 
applicants, “Are you for God and 
country and did you honorably serve 
while this slanderer sourcht to de- 
stroy?

Edgar Dunlap, of Gainesville, ad- 
dressed the convention, °fter a ten- 
minute recess and requested that 
his name<« not be considered as a 
candidate. for the office of state 
commandér.

Honestly, I’m mighty proud of 
this record. My hitting this year 
has scored about 116 runs, as I 
figure it, and we still have a spell 
to go before we'll Know who's 
going to battle for the world’s 
‘nau. plonship. I think I have about 
130 hits to my credit for about 
220 bases—I’m writing this early 
in August and the figures are go- 
ing up all the time. A _ peculiar 
thing is that for all these homers 
and extra base hits I stand pretty 
well out of first place .in the 
American league batting list. Just 
now Speaker, Sisler and Jackson 
top me, with averages above .400, 
while mine is only .393. 

Back in 1911, Ty Cobb’s best year, 
he hit for an average of .420 with 
248 hits and 288 bases: In 1919, 
when I broke the world’s home run 
record with twenty-nine, I hit 139 
times far 284 bases, and finished 
the season with an average of '.822. 
But Cobb didn’t lead the league ia 
home runs in 1911. Frank Baker, 
of the Athletics, was the homer 
champ that year with only nine. 

So I like to think that a hitter 
today takes conditions as he finds 
them, and makes his home runs 
against the best pitching the other 
clubs can serve and against a ball 
that stands as the official ball of 
the game. In Ed Williamson’s day, 
in 1884, he hit twenty-seven home 
runs. But he, got twenty-five of 
them on the old grounds on the 
Chicago lake front, where the fence 
was close in. Thus he only got two 
anywhere else. And Buck Free- 
man, another star walloper, who 
was knocking them over the fences 
in 1899, his best year, is down in 
the records for twenty-five. I can't 
find out how many games they 
played in nor how many times they 
went to bat, so this will have to 
be a comparison of home rune for 
the entire season. . Gavvy Cravath 
came along with a later-day record 
when he smashed out twenty-five 
‘homers in 1915, but he got moat of 
them over his personal “home run” 
fence in short right field in the 
Phillies’ park. He also had a con- 
venient outfield bleacher where a 
hit was a round trip. 

But give them credit; every one 
else had a chance tO measure those 
fences for long drives, and that 
these fellows were able to do it is 
to their credit. At the Polo grounds 
I have got the right field stand 
measured just about right, but I 
have to;clout the ball a territé@e 
smack to lift it that far. | 

In writing this story of my ca- 
reer [ have been looking over a 
lot of old records and have just 
discovered that Frank Baker's tota] 


that he led the leagué was just 
exactly what I have done this sea~ 
s0n with more than a month to go 
—41. In less than two full sea- 
son, 1819 and 1920, my grand slams 
mount up to seventy. Do you know 
that the home run leaders of the

mans had ce'ebrated the sinking of 
the Lusitania three days before it 
happened, and yet this man, this 
sincere statesman who bids to 
— represent u in the senate 
of the United tates, when they 
advertised in the New York papers 
that Americans must keep off the 
Lusitania, gays that. the hundred or 
more Americans who were done to

Eminent lawyers have expressed 


the view that, if the provisions of 
the staté cofstitution can not stand 
in the way of the exercise of suf- 
frage by women, certainly a local 
registration law can not operate 
against it. One lawyer gaid Thurs- 
day: 

“The course for the women to 
take is plain. Immediately after 


| the proclamation by the secretary 


of state, let them repair to the of- 
fices of the tax collectors in the 
varjous counties and demand that 
they open the registration books 
so that the newly-made citizens 
nay register for the general elec- 
tion. If any tax collector declines 
to open, the books on the ground 
that the time for registration in 
Georgia has passed, a petition for 
mandamus should be brought in the 
superior court: having jurisdiction 
to compel him to open them, 
Can Not Be Denied. 


“The suffrage amendment de- 


clares that ‘the right of citizens | 


to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or 
by any state on account of sex.’ 
The denial of. the right to register 
and vote can not be placed on any 
other ground than that of sex, for- 
biddén by the United States con- 
stitution, because women were not 
given an opportunity to register 


solely on account of thelr sex. 
“The opening of the registration 


boeks can apriy to women only, 
because they are the only class o* 
citizens who will have been denied 
the right to register this year, 
through no fault of their own. All 
the men who have failed to regis- 
ter have done so, not because of 
lack of opportunity, but because of 
their failure to avail themselves of 
the opportunity offerea. 

“This applies to those who will 
not have been residents of the 
state the required twelve months 
until the day of the general election 
anc to youths who will not become 
of age urtil that date. The regis- 
tration law takes care of them be- 
causce it allows them to present 
themselves for registration and se- 
cure receipts from the tax colle:- 
tor on their affidavit that they wilt 
te qtalified citizens of the state by 
the dete of the general election. 

“A peculiar feature of the voting 
by women this year is that they 
will not be required to pay their 
poll tax in order to register any 
more than would a young man who 
comes of age this year. The con- 
stitution requires that al] taxes for 
the previous year must be paid as 
a prorequisite 
the women will ewe no poll tax for 
last year because they were not 
voting citizens last year and their 
taxes for this year, 1920, will not 
becqme due until next December.” 

Women Maat Vote. 

In view of the daclaration by the 
attorney: general that jno enabling 
act is needed to give women the 
right to vote, doubt has been ex- 
pressed that any opvosftion will be 
raised to their registration when 
they present themselves. All the 
tax collectors will be running for 
re-election next time with the cer- 
tainty that they will not be able to 


prevent the women from exercising! 


tReir right to vwre tnen and that 
women have good memories. On 
the other hand should any other 
politician undertake to enjoin tax 
collector from opening his books. 
he would have to faca the wrath 
of the women voters in the future, 
too. 

The method outlined above is be- 
lieved to be a much more feasible 
and speedy way of securing the 
balict this year than a call of an 
extra session of the legislature. In

frage, it would be an, easy matter 
for its enemies to delay action on @ 
bill providing for a special regis- 
tration this vear until it would be 
too late to be of any service to 
women in the primary. 

Should the registration books be 
opened for women by tax collectors
